The taklng of evldenco
was begun at 2 o'clock on Tuesday
afternoon. and was concluded, botrt
for the Commonwealth and the de¬
fense, In a little ovir three hours.
Court then adjourned till next morn¬

lng.
Wednesday was taken up ln tho

argument of lnstructions and argument
before the jury. The argument before
the jurv lasied four hours. The case
was given io the jury at 6:30 o'cIock
ln the evenlng. After deliberatlng to.-
about one hour, the Jurors were called
Jnto the courtroom, and reported that
they had falled to agree. They were

ngain sent to the room after sup'per,
nnd between 3 and 10 o'clock last night
came into court and rendered thelr
verdict, finding the prlsoner gullty of
murder in the second degree. and Tix-
Ing hls punishment at ten years in
the penitentiary.
Dehart's counsel had offered to ac¬

eept an agreement verdlct of ten years
without a trial. but the Commonwealth
would nor agree to it.
